Shortage Of 
Horses Seen 


OTTAWA. — Production on 
many: Canadian farms may be 
endangered within two or three 
years by a nationwide. shortage 
of.work horses, a federal horse 
expert. said. 


Dr. F. J. Leslie, a director of the 
agriculture department’s animal 
health division, said the shortage 
would develop unless Canada’s farm- 
ers started immediately on a large- 
scale horse-breeding program. 

“Breeding of foals and yearlings 
by Canadian farmers has dropped 
off to the danger point and is not 
sufficient to ensure replacements,” 
Leslie said. “If breeding continues 
to decrease, many farmers soon will 
find it impossible to get enough 
horses to work their farms.” 

Leslie said there were about 1,800,- 
000 farm -horses in Cahada, “the 
minimum number of mature animals 
required by the nation’s farmers.” 

He said breeding had dropped to 
a low where it represented only about 
4.19 per cent. and said this was a 
“dangerously low figure”. 

. He urged farmers to take imme- 
diate action to bring the percentage 
up to 10 or 12. . 

“At least 10 per cent. of the work 
horse population should be producing 
foals and yearlings to assure a future 
supply of horses,” he said. ‘Unless 
this percentage is reached soon, 
there will be a severe shortage of 
horses on farms “in the next. few 
years.” ¢ 

He said a large’ horse population 
was necessary because - 400,000 ‘of 
Canada’s 700,000 farms depended’ on 
the animals for power, and that most 
big farms using tractors and other

OTTAWA. — Canadian farm prices were down in 1949, the 
first decline in 10 years. However, the general average still re- 
mained more than 2% times higher than during the 1935-39 
period. The bureau of stdtistics reported that farm prices of Can- 
adian agricultural products dropped 1.3 per cent. from the 1948 


record high of 252.6 to 251.3, This index is based on 1935-39 


equals 100. 


Responsible for the over-all drop 
were declines in’ prices of grains, 
dairy products; potatoes, vegetables 
and furs. Increased prices of live-, 
stock, poultry’‘and eggs, fruits, to- 
bacco and. maple products failed to 
make up the loss. 

The regional picture showed that 
there were small increases in On- 
tario, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia. These were offset 
by decreases. in the. other provinces.
